NEVADA STAR ROUTES. 


How the R-no rnd Sus -nviltie Mail Ser- 
vice Wis t xpedited. 


The reports of the Star Route inves. 
tigation, now being made public,show 
some of the routes from Nevada to 
points in California and Oregon were 
expedited and the pay increased for 
the benefit of the Ring. The route 
from Fort McDermit to Canyon City, 
Oregon, through a sparsely settled 
country, in which there are are only 
two postoffices, wus expedited at a 
cost to the Government of about 830, 


000 a year. The Ring received 870. 


000 per annum for the service, from 
which they realized 850,00) in clea 
cash, as they sub-let the contract for 


1820.00. 


Axother route, that from Reno to 
Susanville, with three intermediate 
postoffices, had a service of six times 
aweek, According tothe advertise- 
ment of the Postoffice Department, it 
cost $4,000 a year to runit., Of the 
eleven bidders, V. H. Pease was the 
lowest, at 84.300 a year. His bid was 
accepted, to take effect July 1st, 1878 
In June of that year he sub-let the 
contract to J. W. Parker, who sent a 
petition , Washington, a-king that 
the time be expedited from 24 to 18 
hours,the distance being 92 miles. 
This proposition was indorsed by Sen- 
ator Jones, and the route was expedit- 
edand the pay doubled. This did 
not begin to satisfy the contractor and

AN EXCITING RACE 


Run After A Horse Thief. 


Division Superintendent W.J.Town- 
shend, of Gilmer, Salisbury & Co. s 
stage lines, relates to the Eureka 
Leader the particulars of a very excit- 
ing chase after a horse thief which he 
and other passengers on the Cherry 
Creek stage witnessed on Saturday.

A Salt Lat:e View of the Utah and Ne- 
vada Extensions,

The Comets. 

Three comets are now walking the 
night and hangiag around our legiti- 
mate pathway. Encke’s comet is the 
latest arrival. It will appear and be 
visible by telescopes about half-past 
20’clock io the morning. It is u little 
north of the Pleiades. Jt becomes 
visible to the naked eye sometimes, 
and will, probably, about the middle 
of October next. This little comet 
will travel north very fast, reaching 
its most northly point on the 26th of 
September. Its perihelion passage 
will be about November 15th, and it 
will be nearest to the earth about 
October 11th. Comet C“ is becom- 
ing brighter every morning, and the 
astronomers think it would be visible 
to the naked eve now if it was not so 
near the horizon. The old comet B. 
is fast traveling north. It is still an 
interesting object in the evening sky. 
Encke’s comet is regarded with greut 
interest by astronomers on account of 
its gradually shortening periods,which 
is considered as proof of Eucke's 
theory that there is a resisting me- 
dium in space. Its period is about 
three aud a half vears.

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A Cog Railroad. 

The Sierra Lumber and Flume 
Company has a railroad 4,000 feet 
long from the shore of Lake Tahoe to 
The mouth of the tuunel through the 
eustern summit.
